SUBJ: ODAR/DAR, DMIR/DOA, AND DAS STANDARDIZATION SEMINAR 1997, 1998, AND 1999 TENTATIVE SCHEDULES

1. PURPOSE. This order revises the content of the designee seminars (specifically, the ODAR/DAR and
DMIR/DOA/DAS Seminars) and adjusts the tentative seminar schedules in appendixés 2, and 3 for the 1997, 1998,

and 1999 standardization programs. The seminars are as follows: (1)Appendix 1 contains the tentative schedules for the
Organizational Designated Airworthiness Representatives (ODAR's) and Designated Airworthiness Representatives
(DAR's) Standardization Seminars; (2) Appendix 2 contains the tentative seminar schedules for the Desigrnad
Manufacturing Inspection Representatives (DMIR's), and representatives of manufacturers with a Delegation Option
Authorization (DOA) Standardization Seminars; and (3) Appendix 3 contains the tentative schedules for the initial
standardization seminar and for representatives of repair stations, air carriers or commercial operators, and manufacturers
with Designated Alteration Station Authorization (DAS) Standardization Seminars.

2. DISTRIBUTION. Thisorder is distributed to the branch level in the Aircraft Certification Service, Flight Standards
Service, and the Office of Aviation System Standards; the division level in the Office of Training and Higher Education; the
branch level in the regional Flight Standards Divisions; and the section level in the Aircraft Certification Divisions.
Maximum distribution is made to all Aircraft Certification Offices, Aircraft Certification Field Offices, and Manufacturing
Inspection District/Satellite Offices; all International Field Offices and Flight Standards District Offices. Distribution is
made to the Aircraft Certification Branch and the Airworthiness Branch at the FAA Academy.

3. CANCELLATION. Order 8000.60F, ODAR/DAR and DMIR/DOA/DAS Standardization Seminar 1994, 1995, 1996,
and 1997 Tentative Schedules; dated 11/17/93, is canceled.

4. ACTION.

a. Theinstruction provided by the M aintenance Support Branch, AF640, team has always been well received;
however, areview of the standardization seminar critiques submitted by designees, FAA management, and inspectors
indicate the seminars are overwhelming for first-time attendees. The critiques also indicate certain areas of the seminars are
redundant for those persons who have previously attended. For this reason, AFS10 has established a new seminar that
will introduce interested persons (dealing with civil aviation) to the FAA. The new seminar will be named the Initial
Designee Standardization Seminar. The Initial Standardization Seminar will be held in Oklahoma City, Oklahoma
approximately five times each year. (See appendi8.) FAA field offices are encouraged to invite any interested person,
including that person’s management and sales staff, to this new seminar.

b. Theinstruction provided by AFS-640 for the ODAR/DAR Standardization Seminafar recurrent training
will be held in approximately eight remote locations each calendar year. (See appendik)

c. DMIR/DOA Standardization Seminar $or recurrent training will be held in approximately eight remote
locations each calendar year for those persons with privileges to accomplish conformity inspection and class 11 and 111
export. The instruction provided by AFS-640 for the DMIR/DOA Standardization Seminars for recurrent training will be
held in approximately five remote locations each calendar year for those persons with privileges to accomplish conformity
inspections, issue class |, 11, andl Il exports and airworthiness certifications. Persons authorized to conduct conformity
inspections and issue class |1 and 111 export certificates may attend the seminar scheduled for their district office on the
Tuesday or Wednesday if the seminar isidentified as DMIR/DOA. Persons authorized to conduct conformity inspections,

issueclassl, I, and 111 export certificates, and airworthiness certificates, may attend the seminar scheduled for their district
office on the Wednesday and Thursday. (See appendix 2.)
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NOTE: Thisschedule will alow utilization of allotted time by providing two identical 8-hour seminars on
Tuesday and Wednesday. Thursday will be reserved for airworthiness certification functions and export certification of
class| products.

d. Theinstruction provided by AFS-640 for the DAS Standardization Seminarsfor recurrent trainimgll be
held in approximately three locations each calendar year. This seminar will be held at the same location as the 8-hour
recurrent DMIR/DOA seminar concluded on Tuesday. DMIR/DOA/DAS persons authorized to conduct conformity
inspection only, may attend the DA S seminar on Wednesday and will obtain credit for instruction received. Persons
authorized within the DA'S to conduct conformity inspections and issue airworthiness certificates will need to attend on
Wednesday and Thursday to receive all applicable instruction. (See appendix 3.)

NOTE: Thisschedule will allow utilization of allotted time by providing two seminars at a location selected for
the Directorate. Tuesday will be set aside for DMIR's and DOA personnel limited to conformity inspection and export of
clasdl and Il products only. The agenda for Wednesday will deal primarily with those DAS personnel limited to
“Conformity Inspection.” Thursday will be reserved for DAS personnel authorized to conduct airworthiness certification
both “Amended Standard” and “ Special.”

5. SEMINAR DESCRIPTIONFAA Order 8000.59, DAR/DMIR/DOA/DAS Standardization Training Course, dated
5/17/84, provides for this 22hour seminar which familiarizes DAR's, DMIR's, DOA representatives, and DAS
representatives with Federal Aviation Administration (FAA) administrative procedures, methods, and practices, in the
interest of standardization. Seminar subjects provided in phases 11, 111, and IV included, but were not limited to,
Privileges; Responsibilities; and Limitations; FAA Publications; Type Certification Conformity; Production Approvals;
Airworthiness Certification and Related Approvals, Export Airworthiness Certification and Related Approval; and FAA
Forms and Records. The new concept adopted in phase V captured the aforementioned subjects, and introduced certain
workshops to allow the attendees hands-on experience in specific areas. Phase VI expounded on the workshop curriculum
and reduced formal lecture time. The new curriculum will allow certain persons, with limited privileges, to complete their
block of instruction in8 hours. In addition, the introduction of the initial standardization seminar will eliminate certain
redundant material from the recurrent seminars and allow persons that are unfamiliar with the FAA to receive an indepth
overview of federal rules, directives, advisory material, and functions that relate to the aforementioned documents.

6. PARTICIPATION BY FIELD OFFICES.

a. Flight Standards District Offices (FSDO's), Aircraft Certification Offices (ACO's), and Manufacturing
Inspection District Offices (MIDO's)within the geographical location of a scheduled seminar site will be contacted 90
days in advance of the scheduled seminar by aletter of invitation from AFS-640. Each FAA managing office will initiate
the planning and coordination of seminar attendance, including that of their respective satellite or field office.
(Appendixesl, 2, and 3 contain tentative schedules and locations for the seminars.)

b. Each managing office willbe requested to determine the number of persons (identified in paragraph 8) who will
attend the seminar. Thisinformation is required so that suitable facilities can be arranged.

c. AFS-640 will providethe instructional team, meeting room, equipment, and necessary materials for the
seminars. FAA employees' travel will be handled in accordance with Order 1500.14, Travel Manual, and current regional
policy. NorFAA attendees are responsible for their own lodging, subsistence, and travel expenses.

7. SEMINAR PREREQUISITESEach participant scheduled to attend a seminar should be an ODAR, DAR, or DMIR,
be in the process of being designated as an ODAR, DAR, or DMIR, or be authorized to perform certification services on
behalf of the FAA under the provisions of aDOA or DAS. Key personnel (managers, etc.) in the local or international
aviation community may be invited by the FAA.

8. SEMINAR ATTENDANCE.

a. All ODAR'S, DAR'S, DMIR'S, DOArepresentatives, and DAS representatives are requested to attend a seminar
every 2 years.

b. All FAA managersresponsibldor the appointment of the aforementioned designees are encouraged to attend
this seminar.

c. All FAA Aviation Safety Inspector §Manufacturing and M aintenance) who manage
ODAR/DAR/DMIR/DOA/DAS activities are encouraged to attend this seminar.

d. All FAA Academy Instructor§Manufacturing and Maintenance) who indoctrinate Aviation Safety Inspectors
may attend this seminar.

NOTE: FAA managers, inspectors, and academy instructors that attend the standardization seminars, in accordance
with the aforementioned paragraphs, will receive the “certificate of attendance” from that seminar. Due to a conflict of
interest issue, the standardization seminar “certificate of attendance” issued to them wiNIOT be used toRENEW any
privately-held FAA certificate they possess, unless theyPAY for the seminar. Example: An FAA maintenance inspector
has aprivately-held Inspection Authorization (IA) FAA certificate. The FAA inspector attends the |A seminar and receives
the “ certificate of attendance” for the IA seminar. UNLESS the FAA inspector PAY Sor the A seminar, the “certificate
of attendance” mayNOT be used toRENEW the FAA inspector’ sprivately-held IA FAA certificate.

9. PROCEDURESFOR ENROLLMENT IN THE SEMINAR.

a. Aregistration fee of $60 per day must be paidy the designee, pending designee, or industry personnel prior to
attending the seminar. Arrangements for registration and payment of this fee may be made by mail, telephone, or FAX. The
addressis: FAA;ATTN: Designee Seminar Payback System, AF$40; P.O. Box 25082; Oklahoma City, OK73125.

The telephone number is: (405)954-0138. The FAX number is: (405)954-0189. The fee may be paid by VISA,

MasterCard, check, or money order. (If you choose to pay by check or money order, make the check or money order payable
to: Designee Seminar Payback System) There will be no arrangements for payment at the door. AF®40 will provide

the seminar agenda for the 24hour initial program, the 8-to 16-hour recurrent DMIR/DOA program, the 16hour DAS
program, and the 24-hour recurrent DAR/ODAR program.

b. Inorder toallow scheduling alter nativesAFS-640 will send invitations to each FAA managing office via
electronic mail twice in every 2-year cycle. (AFS-640 has replaced the “makeup” seminars with the “initial” seminars.
Paragraph 9f explains how persons may schedule a seminar utside their geographical location.)

c. TheFAA managing office will in turn notify and invitpersonnel within their geographical areas, including
any satellite or field offices.

d. ODAR,DAR,DMIR, DOA, or DAS representatives shouldespond to their managing office to allow for
coordination of attendance.

e. FAA inspectors, designees, and industry personnel, shouldf possible, attend the seminars to which they were
invited.

f.  Personswho desireto attend a seminar location other that the onein theireggraphical location,must
request approval from their managing office. Upon approval, the managing office, in coordination with the identified
geographic offices, will make the necessary arrangements. (AFS-640 has replaced the “makeup” seminars with the “initial”
seminars.)
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g. Personsholding one designation should only attend one seminan each 2-year cycle. However, persons
holding multiple designations, such as DMIR and DAR Maintenance or DMIR and DAR Manufacturing, may attend both
seminars within the required timeframe.

NOTE: Managing offices may waiver attendance at both seminars if that managing office provides specific
instruction on the seminar subject matter not covered.

10. INFORMATION CURRENCY.
